The pe.neil came, as have 
so many wo)iderful inven¬ 
tions, by accident. But this 
was an accident of nature. 
In the 1500’s, a giant oak 
tree was uprooted in a hur¬ 
ricane which swept through 
1 h e tov/n of Borrowdalo, 
England. Where the tree 
stood, .shepherds found a 
black oily substance which 
left a black mark on the 
hands. They used it to mark 
sheep for identification, for 
the same reason cattle are 
branded today.

The oily, black substance 
was graphite. Two centuries 
later in the late 1700’.s a 
young French chemist 
named Conte was experi¬ 
menting with graphite. He 
mixed it with clay, to givt: 
it hardness, baked it in an 
oven until it was harder 
still, .and placed the result- 
itig sliver of lead between 
two slats of wood. That’s 
how the modern, woodcased 
IK’.ncil was born.

13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been any "change in 
information' which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to_ the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 

14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the S'/j by H-inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided if embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 


1. QUESTIQN: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971, 


2. QUESTIQN: Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
3§, 1971. 

3. QUESTION: What is a FIctitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One' that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company"; or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4. QUESTION: What is the purpose ot rhe ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identity 
the person or persons with whom he is realk/ dealing.

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code.

Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
In a local newspaper of sabstantial circuation of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately.

Ordinance No. 898 
Given Adoption 

Ordinance No. 898 was pre- 
.se.nted to the City Council 
for its second reading and 
adoption, at its regular 
meeting of Tuesday, May 8.

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July l, 1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
dd certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing, Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop’’ and the 
shop is retdly owned and operated by “Richard Roe’ ’ or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing smt 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

Alexander C. Kean, who is 
possibly the most “senior” 
Chief Petty Officer on active 
duty in the Navy today, was 
given enlarged responsibili¬ 
ties on the 28th anniversary 
of his designation as Chief.

He is a 
veteran of five major Pacific 
Theatre Campaigns in World 
War II who has been as¬ 
signed to the Pasa d e n a 
Navaj Reserve Center .since 
July, 1972. 

Chief Kean tra veiled 
throughout Now England 
and New York .state as a 
member of a career ap¬ 
praisal team appearing ai 
leading Eastern .universities. 
He also served a tour in the 
Enlisted' Personnel Classifi¬ 
cation Office in New York 
City a,nd with Reser\'e Train¬ 
ing Centers in Hartford and 
Cromwell, Conn. Iri the Mid¬ 
west, he served- as a job ar,a- 
lyst at the Recruit Training 
Command at Great Lakes, 
Ill. and at Navai training 
centers in Waukegan and 
Evan.ston, ill., and Racine. 
Wise. 

In the Far West he has 
served in the Elev e .n t h 
Naval District Com m a n • 
dant’s headquarters in San 
Diego and at Naval Reserve 
Centers in Pomona and- San¬ 
ta Ana. At Santa Ana he 
was commended by RADM 
George Reider for his enlist¬ 
ing of over 100 men in the 
Advanced Pay Grade Pro- 
pp-am, 93 of whom were as¬ 
signed to the Seabees.
